THE FORE OF THE ROAD. 

It is no less true in the moral than in the phy- 
sical world that a set of causes once set in 
operation will grind out their appropriate re- 
sults. And retribution, in reaching after the 
guilty, not infrequently strides over and tram- 
ples down the innocent. The process often con- 
founds us, but all efforts to arrest it are unavail- 
ing. When the warehouse monopoly laid 
down” on the grain trade of the Northwest, and 
by along series of oppressions and extortions 
courted the indignation of the community, few 
persons supposed that the outcome would be a 
decision by the Supreme Court that the Legisla- 
ture could regulate their charges for storage. 
Most ‘people looked for relief in another direo- 
tion. It was commonly thought that the ware- 
house business would be thrown open to compe- 
tition—that some law, or decision, or some move- 
ment on the part of the railway companies 
would open the door and establish free trade 
in the handling and storage of grain. But a 
shorter cut has been found. The line has given 
way at the point of least resistance. It has 
been declared by our highest State tribunal that 
while this monopoly exists it is competent for 
the legislative authority to regulate its charges 
for storage. The decision itself seems to us to 
be franght with grave dangers, since the defini- 
tion of a monopoly is the last thing that should 
be left to the determination of a popular assem- 
bly, where malice and passion are most com- 
monly in the majority. 

It is not impossible that this decision has 
brought us to the fork of the road, where the 
whole course of jurisprudence shall take a new 
departure. It does not necessarily follow that 
the Court will decide that the Legislature can 
prescribe railway charges, telegraph tolis, gas 
bills, ete., but if such decisions should come we 
should not now be surprised. It does not follow 
that. this decision, or this class of devis- 
fons, will be sustained by the Supreme 
Court of the United States; but, if 
sustained in that quarter, we shoula not be 
greatly astonished. The dissenting opinion in 
the New Orleans Slaughter-House case lacked 
only one of a majority, and this dissenting 
opinion had for its central and controlling idea 
the principle that it is the duty of Courts to 
overthrow unjust monopolies. It is by no 
means certain that the recent warehouse de- 
cision in this State will not be sustained in the 
tribunal of last resort,if it ever gets there. 
Judge Breese’s opinion is open to criticism on 
the score of turgidity and infelicity of illustra- 
tion, but we must not forget that it received 
the concyrrence of eminent lawyers sitting upon 
the same Bench, whose learning and impar- 
tiality bave never been brought in ques- 
tion. As a legal argument, Judge Mo- 
Allister’s dissenting opinion is by far 
the stronger. Building upon the familiar 
maxims of Kent and Marshall, he has constructed 
au edifice of juridical reasoning as solid as those 
hitherto impregnable foundations. Granting 
his premises, which are the premises of English 
and American law, there is no fault or flaw in 
his argument. And this dissenting opinion, so 
polished and so strong, serves to give greater 
significance to the inquiry whether we have not 
arrived at a forxin the road,—whether we ate 
not, as a nation, turning away from Kent and 
Marshall and the principles identified with them, 
and entering upon new paths altogether. For 
we cannot look upon the decision of the Court as 
a solecism, a thing by itself, but rather asa 
symptom of public sentiment, and a sign of the 
times. Whatever is public sentiment will soon- 
er or later be the decision of all Courts, high and 
low, State and National. 

Assuming that this decision is the embodiment 
of public sentiment in the State of Illinois, it 
behooves us to keep in mind that in a new and 
unknown path our steps should be governed by 
caution. There are indications that the Gen- 
eral Assembly may rush into all sorts of legisla- 
tion hostile to what are called monopolies, re- 
It is possible, by so doing, to accomplish a vast 
deal of*harm, and to damage enormously the 
credit of the State and its inhabitants. If we

The Conservative reaction in England has 
proved stronger than even Conservatives them- 
selves have dared to hope. Disraeli will not 
only have a strong working majority in the 
House of Commons, but he will be freed from 
the attaeks of most of the free-iances of tha last 
Parliament.

vanced Liberalism. Thomas Hughes has again 
lost a seat in Parliament through the jealousy 
of the small shopkeepers, whom his hobby 
of co-operation throws out of employ- 
ment. Jacob Bright, known as the brother 
of his brother and as an ardent advocate 
of woman's rights, stood at the bottom of the 
poll in Manchaster. The Tower Hamlets, sup- 
posed to be a stronghold of Radicalism, have re- 
jected Capt. Mase, the Red candidate, and 
have actually returned one Conservative besides 
one mild Liberal. In Southwark, where, since 
the number of members bas been increased, the 
votes cast for Odger, in 1868, would now have 
elected him, he has failed to get them. 80 far, 
the only guerrillas elected are Cowen, extreme 
Radical, from Newcastle ; Burt, Workingman's 
candidate, from Swansea; Plimsoll, ship-inspec- 
tion agitator, from Derby; and Sir Charles 
Dilke, Republican, from Chelsea. These 
are remarkable results for an election 
that was expected to put s dozen or 
more Workingmen, Radicals, et al. into the 
House. Taking a broader view of the situation, 
we find that in Ireland, which was expected, in 
connection with Scotland, to make up for Lib- 
eral losses in England, the first 51 members 
chosen were divided into 26 Home-Rulers, 17 
Conservatives, and 8 Liberals. The most noted 
of the latter--The O’Donoghue—defeated the 
Home-Rule candidate by but three votes. Even 
in Scotland, where the elector believes in his 
party as he does in his Church, regarding it as 
blasphemy to doubt the doctrines of either, there 
are Conservative gains. 

The cause of the total rout of the Govern- 
ment is worth the attention of American poli- 
ticlans, The party it led accomplished 
ite aime some time ago. Its leaders tried 
to furnsh new issues, but the party 
split upon them. Every fresh proposal drove 
the wedge in farther. It is the old story over 
again. A party formed to do two things cannot, 
save under very exceptional circumstances, be 
held together long enough to do three. A va- 
riety of minor causes co-operated to produce the 
overthrow. The liquor question, the unequal 
working of the Education act, the want of tact 
and of harmony among the Ministers, the High- 
Church tone of the Ministry, especially offensive 
and ill-judged in men who had just disestablished 
the Irish Church, the coquetry that has been 
carried on with the Red element, and the hope- 
less failure to devise a settlement of the Irish 
Kducation problem,—all these have played their 
part in hastening the decline and fall. Six 3 ears 
ago, a man who wished to sit in Parliament had 
but to climb a hustingsandcry: I will sup- 
port Gladstone!” 
For some time to come, England will believe 
that there is but one political god,—Conservat- 
ism,—and that Disraeli is ite prophet.

THE ASSESSMENT OF TAXES. 

The collection of the personal tax assessed for 
State and county purposcs has been in progress 
daring the last six weeks, and will continue for 
some weeks to come, so that the subject is some- 
what conspicuously unpleasant just now. The 
facts and figures which we have gathered and 
present in another article in thie morning's 
paver will not do much to mollify aggrieved 
taxpayers, but may possibly so direct the atten- 
tion of the people to the irregularities and 
abuses of the present system of assessment as 
to lead to a reform. While almost every indi- 
vidual taxpayer has had occasion to note special 
instances of partiality, it is not likely that 
there has been a general comprehension of 
the enormity of the unjust discrimination prac- 
ticed. A may heve congratulated himself on 
escaping #0 lightly, or B may have felt that he 
was paying double what he ought to pay on the 
basis of his next neighbor's assessment, but 
they have both probably regarded their cases as 
exceptional. The fact is tnat partiality is the 
rule and not the exception ; and it cannot well 
be otherwise under the present mode for ascer- 
taining the value of personal property. The 
matter isin the hands of the Town Assessors, 
of whom there are three for the entire City of 
Chicago, Under the law as it stands, the 
people of South Chicago are compelled 
to choose their Assessor at one voting-place, and 
the people of West Chicago and North Chicago 
the same. It would be ridiculous to presume 
that there could be a fair expression of the 
choice of the people while compelled to vote in 
this manner. The result is, usually, that the in- 
dividuals who desire the town-offices, and are 
familiar with the processes of drumming up 
votes, carry the election. Then red tape inter- 
venes in such a manner as to give the Town As- 
sessor but six or eight weeks in which to 
make up his assesement-rolis. To do the 
work in the time allotted, he employs 
from fifteen to twenty deputies or As- 
sistant Assessors, who are chosen mainly 
with reference to their services at the polls. A 
score of men,—all of them inexperienced, most 
of them ignorant, and a part of them corrupt,— 
start out to assess the property. In some cases 
they are deceived, in others bullied, in gill 
others bought off. The results, some of which 
are specifically given in the article referred to- 
are the most glaring inconsistencies. Large 
houceholders and business firms are omitted al- 
together; many are placed at an under-valua- 


very richest men in Chicago pays a pe rsonal tax 
of only $20, and another of only $17, while it 
is not unusual for salaried men to pay from $30 
to $50 on household furniture of unpretentious 
character and comparatively insignificant value. 
The differences in the assessment of well-known 
business firms are strikingly unfair. :

collect it. In a word, it has been fairly esti- 


mated that not more than 50 per cent of the per- 


sonal property is assessed at all, and that not 
more than 60 per cent of the personal tax-levy 


actually made finds ita way into the State Treas- 


ury, and that thie much is drawn unequally from 
the people. The proposed license system, which 
is sustained by the Constitution, would, accord- 
ing to the gentleman who: proposes it, raise 
more than 3 million of dollars promptly and 
equitably, and it would not cost more than 1 per 
cent to collect it. , 

The showing made elsewhere is scandalous in 
many respects, and, if our people were not a 
patient people, they would protest against it 
more loudly than they do. We will mention but 
one more instance of the barefaced fraud of the 
assessment system: The total valuation of all 
the merchandise assessed in the State is but 
$38,000,000, while in Chicago alone the sales for 
last year, by wholesale, were $450,000,000; by 
retail, as much more; and, throughout the 
State, as much again. A perusal of the detailed 
workings of the present system can scarcely 
leave a doubt that some reform is imperative, 
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A PANIC IN RAILROAD-AID BONDS. 

There is a panic among the holders of Lilinois 
railroad-aid bonds. It extends to the brokers 
and agents all over the country who have been 
shoving them upon credulous people, and 
to the speculators who have not yet got rid of 
them. We have already exposed some of the 
falsehoods published in the advertisements of 
these bonds, and notably the glaring one setting 
forth that the State had guaranteed the 
interest on them. The causes of the 
panic are two-fold. The first is that in onein- 
stance of the issue of half a milliom of bonds 
the Supreme Court has decided that they were 
fraudulent ; that the pretended act of the Leg- 
inlature under which they were issued was never 
passed at all. The suspicion of like fraud in 
other cases existe, and suits are now pending in 
various parts of the State to test the validity 
of the proceedings antecedent to their issue. 
There is a general impression that fraud and ir- 
regularity attaches to a very large portion of the 
thirteen millions and more of bonds which are 
now outstanding. 

The second circumstance breeding this panic 
is the prevailing opinion that the Supreme Court 
will hold that the grab-law of 1869 is unconati- 
tutional. If this beso, it will leave the payment 
of the principal and interest of the bonds ex- 
clusively with the municipalities that issued 
them. It will leave the creditor to his remedy 
against the debtor, precisely as all other credit- 
ors are left by the laws of every civilized State. 
The law of 1869 was cunningly devised to en- 
trap the State into « practical assumption 
of this debt. It provided that all tax collected 
for Btate purposes on the increase in the valua- 
tion of taxable property, in any county or town 
owing such bonds, over the valuation of 1868, 
should be paid into the State Treasury for ten 
years, and constitute a fund for the payment of 
these bonds. As there was no substantial in- 
crease in the State assessment from 1869 to 1873. 
the law attracted no attention and worked no 
such injury as to provoke resistance. When, 
however, the bondholders in 1873 so manipulat- 
ed affairs at Springfield as to have the State as- 
sessment increased from $485,000,000 to $1,341,- 
000,000, and necessitated the levy of an additional 
tax of a million dollars upon the State at large 
to make good the deficiency in the State revenne, 
there was a disturbance of the first magnitude. 
Then, for the first time, were the people 
brought face to face with this law; and for the 
first time the question of its legality was pre- 
sented in a form for testing it. This has been 
done in many cases, presenting the iniquities 
and inequalities of the law in all its effects and 
forms. A striking case is furnished by the fol- 
lowing exhibit of actual taxation as affected by

Under this law, Cook, Stephenson, and Kane 
will pay a tax of 8 6-10 mille on $340,000,000, ali 
of which will go into the State Treasury for State 
purposes, while McLean, Sangamon, and Peoria 
Counties will pay the same tax on $32,904,133, 
to gointo the Treasury, and on $47,401,598, to 
be paid over to the holders of these bonda. The 
extent of the robbery may be seen in the fact 
that a rate of 27-10 mills would have been suffi- 
cient to have raised all the State revenue need- 
ed, but an additional rate of 9-10 of a mill was 
required to supply the deficiency caused by the 
diversion of the State funds to pay these local 
debts. The whole robbery for this purpose ex- 
ceeds this year $1,000,000. 

In order to uphold this iniquity the Supreme 
Court has to decide that the Legislature can pro- 
vide for the levy and collection of a tax in Win- 
nebago and Clinton Counties to pay debts con- 
tracted by the City of Springfield and the Oity of 
Peoria; and further, that the State can Idvy and 
collect this tax under the authority to raise rev- 
enue for State purposes. The almost unan- 
imous judgment of the Bar, that the State can 
levy no taxes except for State purposes; that 
taxes levied for one specific purpose cannot be 
applied to any other purpose ; and that the people 
and property of one county cannot be taxed to 
pay the local debts of any other county, and that 
therefore the act of 1869 is void, has, of course, 
produced a panic among the bondholders. 

What is to be the outcome of this decision,

It would have satisfied the public expectation 
and convenience more completely if the Senate 
had not shelved Mr. Truitt’s bill, which not only 
simplified forms of pleading, but alse did away 
with the antiquated and lumbersome practice of 
specifying forms of action, such a» assumpsit, 
covenant, debt, trespass, trespass on the case, 
trover, detinue, etc., and included all personal 
actions in the three divisions of contract, 
tort, and replevin. By the rejection of Mr. 
Truitt’s bill, litigants will still be compelled to 
state forms of action, but an important step will, 
nevertheless, be gained if Mr. Bradwell’s bill is 
passed. The declaration filed by Mr. MeVicker 
against Mr. Maurice Grau, 6 few days since, 
furnishes an admirable illustration of the neces- 
sity of this reform. The declaration, which 
was printed verbatim in Tun Tame, as 
our readers will remember, occupied just 
a column end a half of nonpareil type, 
and fully nine-tenths of this matter was 
literal repetition, which did not strengthen 
the declaration, but only served to confuse the 
reader and lumber up the records. Under Mr. 
Bradwell’s bill, this column and a half of matter 
would have been stated as follows:

There is nothing vital to the case in the 
declaration which has been fii which is not 
contained in the above form.

The simplification of forms of pleading is but 
one of many reforms which are needed, and 
which have been indicated many times in Tuz 
Tarsune; but, even if this can be insured, 't 
will be one step forward, which will be followed 
by others in time. It will be an advantage to 
suitors, to lawyers, and the courts, will make 
litigation less expensive, and will remove a very 
serious obstruction to the business of the coun- 
try. The only reason why the present system 
has been retained so long is, that it has 
been a source of profit to clerks for 
necdlees services. The passage of Judge 
Braiwell’s bill will not only cut of 
this useless expense, but it will also clear cases 
of a great deal of litter, and lumber, and use- 
less confusion. The lawyers in the Senate, 
fearing that litigation might become too easy, 
squelched Mr. Truitt's bill. There is no danger, 
however, even if Judge Bradwell’s bill shoald be 
passed, that the practice of law will become any 
too easy or simple. Reforms are needed in 
every departmeut of practice. If the Legisla- 
ture will only nuove this one load of law-rub- 
bish, they will comfer a blessing upon suffering 
litigants, and remove one obstruction which 
stands in the way of the business of the country.

X. TAINE ON UNIVERSAL SUFFRAGE. 

M. Taine, so well and favorably known as « 
critic, historian, aud philosopher, has recently 
tried his powers as a statesman, and turned his 
attention to the question of universal suffrage. 
In a pamphlet recently published in France, but 
which bes thus far circulated only among the 
better-educated of the nation, among whom alone 
M. Taine finds hearers, he has given to the 
world his views on tbat important subject. 
While we live on in this country as if our 
methods of electing our representatives had 
already reached perfection, M. Taine has 
been inquiring whether the French <¢lectoral 
system, which does not differ essentially 
from our own, cannot be improved. 
It may be said that M. Taine rather does not 
oppose universal suffrage than that he favors it. 
He finds the nation already in possession of it, 
that the nature of democracy demands it, that it 
is in perfect harmony with the doctrine of the 
equal rights of all men before the law, and he 
says therefore let it stand. But while he grants 
the right of suffrage, he thinks that the law reg- 
ulating the election of representatives should 
take into account the intellectual status of the 
voters. He does not want the voter to be con- 
sidered an abstract ideal being, and thinks that 
a law which might apply as well to the voters of 
the year 2000 as to the year 1878 a yery unwise 
impolitic, and unphilosephic law. In saying 
how aman shall vote, for whom, under what 
conditions, restrictions, etc., we must not consid, 
er them as if they were all alike, all of the same 
condition, the same occupation, the same degree 
of intelligence, since in fact they are not. He 
would have it remembered that some voters are 
farmers, some laborers, some mechanics ; that 
some live m villages, some in towns; that one 
is dressed ina blouse, another in broadcloth, 
The law regulating the sufffige must consider 
this tangible concrete being, this thing of flesh 
and blood, and not the ideal nn who has no ex- 
istence but in the imagination. 

After thus stating hie principles, M. Taine 
proceeds to an analysis of the French census 
returns. He estimates that there are 38,000,000 
Frenchmen ; that of these 29,000,000 live in 
the country or in small towns; that, of 
10,000,000 voters, 5,000,000 are 


officials, and others of the higher classes of so- 
ciety. In every twenty voters, therefore, there 
are in France, he calculates, ten farmers, four 
laborers, three small traders or mechanics, and 
three of the wealthier and best-educated classes.

This systom of double election is essentially a 
process for the elimination of ignorance and the 
least desirable elements in popular representa- 
tion. It seems to us that the process would 
work well in this country as well asin France, 
an opinion iu which we are confirmed by the fact 
that Thiers agrees with Taine, that De Toque- 
ville recommended this system long ago, and 
that he went 80 far as to say that only by this 
system of double election could he see how po- 
litical freedom could be made accessible and ad- 
vantageous to all classes of the people. The 
system is essentially the same as that broached 
by Dr. C. C. P. Clark, of Oswego, N. I., last 
year, which attracted a good deal of attention at 
the time. 5 

THE IMPENDING FAMINE IN INDIA. 

India is peculiarly Mabie to famines. Rice 
the great staple of agriculture, is largely depend 
ent upon the periodical rains, and, when these 
fail, not merely 4 period of scarcity follows, but 
a swift and terrible decimation of the popula- 
tion. In the famine of 1769 three millions of 
persons perished. I” 1866 the increased facili- 
ties of transportation, and afsvorable turn in 
the weather, prevented the extensive spread of 
the famine, although, being following by a sea- 
son of cholera, the suffering was very great. 
The English press is now discussing the pros- 


pects of a famine in the present year, owing to a 


failure of the latter rains of 1878, and the 
fate of Bengal is stated to turn upon the 
weather of the first three montha of 1874. If 
these prove favorable, the seeult may be 
mitigated into a severe ecarcity ot food; if unfa- 
vorable, the worst danger may be apprehended, 
The difficulties in dealing with the question are 
sufficiently complex to cause much difference of 
opinion as to how tht work of relief is to be ac- 
complished. The simple matter of needful ap- 
propriatious of money is the least of these, and 
the accumulation of the supply of rice but an as- 


sured certainty in comparison with the work of | 


distributing it. At the present time, a singular 


anomaly is presented by the fact that the Gov- « 
ernment of India is importing rice into India, 


while the mercantile world is as rapidly exporting 
it. It would seem that the demand, and an in- 
creased value in the article, would have a ten- 
dency to check exportation, but this is explained 
by the fact that, whereas the increased price of a 
few farthings per pound in England has little 
effect upon the consumption, the same difference 
in India exerts a marked effect m simply placing 
it beyond the reach of the consumer. 

Dr. Hunter, a valuablo authority, says that in 
Bengal two farthings make the whole difference 
between a famine-warning and actual des- 
titution, and three-and-a-half farthings per 
pound the whole difference between a time 
of plenty and s time of famine. The Bengal 
laborer earns 9 cents per day, and upon this 
sum an average number of three persons heve 
to be supported. Usually, four pounds of rice 
may be bought for 8 cents. In famine years the 
price rises to 6, and even 10 cepts at the pinch, 
which is 8 cent over the total earnings of one- 
fourth of the families in Bengal. The result 
may readily be appreciated. A resort is had to 
roots and various sorts of green food The 
children and weaker persons die, and, as Dr. 
Hunter grimly expresses it, “ the rural popula- 
tion enters afamine asja frigate goes into battle, 
cleared of all useless gear and inefficient mem- 
hoon * 

To save this useless gear and to mitigate 
this suffering is the problem to be solved. The 
employment of the laboring population (non- 
agricultural) public works is one means, 
and this has already taken place in some dis- 
tricts.

the State instead of to the elevator. There 
would then be no object in shaving, and short- 
age would not be such a frequent cause of com- 
aint as it now is. Also, the rai ought to 
made to weigh the grain when they 
receive it, and account for full weight. 
On the question of the nsibility for the 
— san a eee that the Supreme had 
eld t om the moment the grain was depos- 
ited in the elevator, the responsibility of the 
railroad ended, aud that of the receiver began; 
this, although the latter had no choice of elevat- 
ors, and did not even know where his grain was 
going to be unloaded. A remedy was suggested 
in making the railroads responsible for the grain 
until called for by the consignee, or for a certain 
reasonable time after he had been notified of its 
arrival. This would prevent the discriminations 
against certain — by money-lenders, 
in loaning on grain receipts. The tof the 
Legislature to fix the rate o 
was generally ‘concurred in, and it was 
also urged that the elevators should be 
required to take out a license for better security 
of shippers, insurance companies, banks, con- 
signees, and money-lenders. The right of the 
Legislature being conceded to fix the rate of 
storage did not prove that it was good policy 
that it should be so fixed. It would be better 
that the people in their individual capacity as 
men of business should establish the rates. A 
low rate for long storage was not desirable. 
The lower the ficst storage was the better for 
the farmer. As a rule, farmers did not hold 
their grain for over ten days after reaching the 
city, and those who sold i lately on arrival 
made the most money.
